Lansford, Pa., Oct. 16.— About 1,500 
men and 60 women and girls marclied 
18 mllM from the soutl^ side Hazel ton 
reflon during the night tot the Panth* 
er Creek valley whore thny exprctrd to 
close all of the id collieries of the I<e- 
hlgh Coal and NaTigatlon company, 
bat Just as the weary nuurchers were 
ncarlng their dfstinatioa they were 
met on a mountain road by three com- 
puiies of ialtatnr and at the point o{ 
the bayonet jrere driven back four 
miles to Tamaqua and dispersed. An- 
other crowd of 800 men from the north 
elde of Huzleton also marched heie 
and succeeded in clftsing the com- 
pany's No. 1 colliery at Nesquehonlng, 
near Mauch Chung, before U was scat- 
tered. The presence of the soldiers 
was entirely unoxpt^'cte l und the sti .k- 
•ra were much crestfallen that they 
tailed la accomplishing the object of 
their long march. It was probably the 
moat exciting morning the Panther 
creek and Nesqiiehoulng valUys luu .- 
ever experienced. Strikers were scat- 
tered over the various roads} and com- 
panies of soMipfs were scurrying in 
all directions hciuling off tin- march- 
ing men. Thi' troops wiir |)uti(nt 
with the strikers, while the labor men 
were careful not to commit overt acts 
in the presence of the troops. For a 
moment just after after the two forces 
met on the roail in the darliness it 
looked as if a clash would come, but 
those who had' charge of the strikers 
prevented a conflict. 

The march on Panther Creek vallt y 
was on the strikers program for sev- 
eral days. The United Mine Workers 
ever since the strike started have been 
attempting to close the collieries of the 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation company 
in this region. Organisers were con- 
Btantly in the region, but as a rule 
they did not meet with much suocess, 
so it was decided to use stronger meth- 
ods to get the men employed in the lU 
mines out on strllie. Accordingly It 
was arranged that a big demonstrat- 
tion should be held in the valley. It 
■was to have been held Monday, liut 
owing to the heavy rain and muddy 
roads ft was called off until Tuesday. 
Those who took part were strikers 
from McAdoo. Yorktown, B\inker Hill 
and Sllverbrook from the south side of 
Hasleton and the Freeland, Drifton, 
Jeddo and Beaver Meadow strikers 
from the north side. The women and 
girla all came from Mc.\doo, whi( h is 
tho only borough In the Hazleton re 
gion with organized female marchers. 
Orderfxl tu Turn Kack. 

Five carriages containhn; newspaper 
«9mipOB4ents who had been trailing 
■iMIt at the rear of the procession 
were requested to take the lead so 
that they would not interfere with the 
piMMI •! the strikers. Following the 
newspaper men came the other con- 
veyances containing the McAdoo wo- 
men, then followed a long line of Hun- 
g ^ria^iff, Xtalians, Poles, Slavs and Eng- 
llsll apaalllng mine workers. At a 
point about a mile from Coaldale 
there is a sharp turn in the road and 
as the newspaper men rounded It 
there came a command of "halt," and 
about to fMt la front of them stood 
solid rows of soldiers who were 
stretched across the road with bayo- 
aMs Axed. Sheriff Toole of Schuyl- 
kOl eounty with them. The com- 
wainimt of tbe troops apKaklsg ta (h« 
waiting crowd said: "In the aamt- of 
the people of the slate of Fennsyl- 
Tanla, I command you to dli|WM 
ntum wbepioe you came.' 

The striken began to protest that 
they could not be stopped on a public 
highway and many of them showed a 
disposition to resist the soldiers. The 
OfBcers In charge of the troops, how- 
aver, kept his men in position and the 
•trikers returned towanl Tamaqua. 

"Mother" Jones, who was in the 
crowd, vehemently protested again.si 
the action of the troops in stopping 
the marchers, but she was shut off and 
ordered to move on. The McAdoo wo- 
men had to be almost pushed along, so 
slowy did they walk. They continual 
ly jeered at the soldiers, calling them 
all kinds of names, and threatening 
them with punishment if they should 
dare to visit McAdoo. It took from 3 
o'clock until after « to drive the crowd 

back to Tair.aqua. 

The soldiers were eight companies 
of tMe Fourth r^meat which ha* b«tu 



stationed at Shenandoah. General 
Oobin was in command. 

When the soldiers bad driven the 
■trlkeia over the aioaatAia a company 
was sent to Tamikqua to q,uell any dis- 
turbance the scattering strikers might 
stir up there. Further along the road 
a company was deployed to protect a 
eoliery while the marchers were pass- 
ing it. The three companies met at 
Tamaqua and scattered the marchers. 

While all this had been going on the 
north side marchers had exerything 
their own way la the Nesquehonlng 
valley. They persuaded enough men 
to remain away from the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation company's No. 1 col- 
liery to cause it to be shut down. Gen- 
eral Oobin a«nt two companies of sol- 
diers thers jwd restored order.

Shamokin, Pa., Oct. 16.— Despite an 
active canvass by a number of men to 
Induce miners to go to worlrat collier- 
ies between here and Hickory Ridge, 
none reported for doty and the per- 
sons ( irculating petitions asking men 
to resume work pending a settlement 
of the terms of the Seranton convcu- 
tiou have been disappointed. 

Soldiers Very Busy. 

Coaldale, Pa.. Oct. 16.~The local 
union of the United Mine Work 
ers met early and prepared to 
wekome in a body the marchers from 
Hazleton and vicinity, but the sol- 
diers got there before the strikers anil 
dispersed the meeting, ordering the 
men to their homes. 

strikers Arrested. 

Tamaqpa, Pa., Oct 16.— Between 25 
and 80 men were- arrested by soldiers, 
and all but a few of them were dis- 
charged. They were accused of carry- 
ing ccnceaied deadly Weapons and in- 
citing to riot. 

Dciiiiiiiit Kor Troops. 

Hazlftou, I'a., Oct. 10— Frank Pardee 
of A. Pardee & Co., made a demand on 
the governor for troops. Tho Lehigh 
and Wilki siKirre Coal company haa 
also requested that soldiers be sent 
to McAdoo. 

Blaekburn's^oiMii-law Suicided. 

Washington, Oct. 16.— Thomas F. 
Lane, son-in-law of ex-Senator Biai k- 
burn, committed suicide at his home 
here. Mr. Lane shot himself in the 
presence of his little daughter, while 
his klfc was resting on a couch in an 
adjoining room. Death was almost in- 
stantaneous. Mr. Lane was the Amer- 
ican representative Of ths London 
ordnance tirm of Viokers Sons A Max- 
im. He was well-to-do, prominently 
connected and a familiar figure In 
W ashington soolety. It Is said he was 
driven to the set by breeding over his 
ill-health. He was told some time ago 
that ho had brighfs disease which 
preyed on his mind. Senator BUu k- 
burn was in Hagerstown, Me., when 
the news of the suicide reached him. 
He had been on a campaign tour of 
the state. He left as soon as possible 
for Washington and It is likely that 
the occurrence will force him to aban- 
don any further active work la the 
campaign. ^^^^^^^^^^

Hamilton, O., C. t. Ifi.— At thi'j p'ace, 
25 miles iiom Cincinnati, GcAcrnor 
Roosevelt made his first stop Tuesday 
on his tour of Ohio speaking to a 
large crowd. The speakers' stand was 
a block fiom the train and tliiilur the 
governor was esLor'.'*d by Governor 
Nash, Food Commissioner Blackburn, 
L. C. Laylin, candidate for secretary of 
state and others. A feature of the 
program here was the presence on the 
platform of the mother of Captain 
Huston of Oklahoma. Captain Huston 
was an officer In Colonel Kooeevelt's 
regiment during the war with Spain, 
and on the 1/icakitig out of the troiilde 
in the Phi.iiipines he went thither, 
where he died. Governor Roosevelt 
shook hands with Mrs. Huston and es- 
corted her to a seat at his side, "1 re- 
call your niible son," he ."i;i I, "and 
knew him well as a brave man and 
soldier." "Yes, Governor," was the 
reply, "I gave one son to my country 
and would give another if I were 
blesseil with one." Captain Huston's 
IfOtly was buried here. 

At Dayton there was a public recep- 
tion at the Bei-kel hotel, and alterwanl 
the governor was escorted In a parade 
to the f;iir grounds where lie address- 
ed a large crowd. Stops had been 
made at Middletown and Miamlsburg, 
where the governor spoke to large au- 
diences, at the latter place using the 
front porch of the Miami Sdel <oin- 
pany's main office as a platform. 

Governor Roosevelt and party reach- 
ed Columbus after 7 o'clock. There 
was a big procession, which escorted 
him to the Auditorium, where he and 
Senator Foraker and others spoke. 
Uryaii In >ii>w York. 

New York, Oct. 16 W. J. Bryan 
reached Utica at 8:58 a. m. en route 
from Cleveland to New Tork city, 
where he made his first speech In the 
state at night. Mr. Bryan was aeooii:- 
panied from ('l<'V(dand by Mayor ,Jones 
Of Toledo, who will be with him dur- 
ing the greM.ter part of his New York 
tour. He was joined at Cleveland by 
Norman E. Mack, Democratic national 
committeeman for this state. Mr. 
Bryan entered his stateroom immedi- 
ately on returning from the last of hia 
Cleveland meetings and did n >t emerge 
therefrom until break last was an- 
nounced. There were several calls for 
him by crowds on the way after leav- 
ing Cleveland, but he did not respond, 
it had not been his intention to make 
any speeches on his way to New Voi k 
city, and the train stops were not long 
enough to permit his doing so if ho de- 
sired. Mr. Bryan prepared nO speech 
for New York, but talkel extemporan- 
eously in all his meetings there. Mr. 
Bryan expresses his gratlflcation on 
the success of the Ohio meetings. A 
large crowd gathered at the station at 
Albany to see .\Ir. Bryan as he passed 
through. He was Joined there by El- 
liott Danforth and James Oliver. Mr. 
Bryan arrived at the Grand Central 
depot at 2:55 p. m., and was greeted 
by an enormous crowd. Mr. Bryan is 
in good health, but his voice Is some- 
what hoarse He spoke at night at 
Madison Square Garden, Cooper Union 
and Tammany liall.

Youtsey's trial was resumed Youtsey's 

bed was pull'd up to the door In plain 
view. Whaitou Golden, VV. H. Culton, 
Arthur Ooebel and Lieutenant John 
RIcketta testified. Colonel Crawford 
then made the statement to the Jury 
for the d"fen8e. Yo\itsey was reijorted 
worse at Koon, his temperature liavar^ 
Increased and his jaws so lightly clos 
cd that no food could be given him. 

At the afternoon session the defense 
moved to discharge the jury and con- 
tinue the case beiauj.e the defendant 
was still uncoiisi ious iiiid in a worse 
condition than before. Judge CautriU 
overruled the motion. 

The defense asked that Youtsey be 
celled as a wiiu<>ss. The sheriff called 
Youi.sey, l)ut he did not answer. Tlie 
defense asked that he be brought into 
court. 

"He is siready in court," said the 

Judge. 

"We w>nt him on the witness 
stand," said Colonel Nelson. 
"Very well, bring him in, Mr. Sheriti 

and put him on the stand," said the 
Judge. The deputies and guaids 
brought Youtsey in on his lied and set 
it down in front of the Jury. Colonel 
Nelson asked Youtsey several ques- 
tions, but got no respimse, the defend- 
ant lying as one dead on hid bed. 

' We can get no response from the 
witness," said Nelson. 

"Very well, let him stand aside," 
said thejudg:', and the bed WSS carried 
back to the jury room. 

Colonel Nelson made another nm- 
tion to discharge the Jury because the 
defendant was not really In court fac- 
ing his accusers, but simply an un- 
conscious body. The Judge said the 
law provided that before he couM dis- 
charge the Jury the defendant must 
be adjudged a lun atic. 

FIftHTINO WITH riLIPIIOg. 
Three Amertoans KIIImI* Several Were 

Captured— Treachery of Police. 

Manilla, Oct. 16.— A detachment of 
20 n;eii of the 'rwenty-foiu t li regimeni 
while engaged In repairing telegraph 
wires Oct. 10 at a point near Ban Jose, 
Nuevo Eccija province. Isle of Luzon, 
were set upon by 200 Filipinos and 
were overpowered and scatteiPd. Sev- 
en of the Americans reached San Jose, 
but it is probable the remainder were 

l.iptured. 

The 1-ilipinos surprised a party of 
scouts of the Forty-third infantry at a 
point three miles from Takloban, 
Leyte island, killing three Americans 
at the first volley. Two escaped uni' 
gave the alarm, but the enei.* suc- 
ceeded in evading their pursurers. The 
native police at Takloban had con- 
spired to surprise the Americana. The 
bodies of the dead iMrfdIers were badly 
mutilaled.

Washington. Oct. 16.— The American 

share of the loot at Tleu Tsin is 
larger than at first reported. It has 
been understood that all the Americans 
took after the capture of Tien TsIn 
was gold amounting in value to 1278,- 
000. This report ar.>se from the fact 
that Li Hung Chang asked General 
Chaffee to le.'.^toro that sum to the Chi- 
nese government. It now appears that 
thia 1278,000 was only the value of 
gold coins and gold tiais taken from 
the Chinese lieas iry at l ien I sin and 
apparently it was (jnly the money 
which concerut'J Earl Li as a govern- 
ment official. 

Things oi' value were also obtained 
from other souices and it is now re- 
ported that the tOtal valui; of the loot 
will reach a figure about (100,000 in 
excess of the amount originally re- 
ported. Tl;e gold coin and gold bars 
taken from the treasuiy vseio m<dted 
by oniei- of General Chaffee. Nothing 
is yet known about similar seizures in 
Peking or at points along the line of 
march. The total value of the gc izures 
will prol,al)ly be very high. Li Hung 
Cliang s leciut st for the |278,000 taken 
from the treasury has received no re- 
ply. There Is considerable doubt 
whether the Cuite 1 St;ites is entitl'>l 
lokeep thia gold, whatever its amounts 
may finally determine l to be, be( ause 
this government has been proceeding 
on the theory that no war exists in 
China. Neverthfdess It Is extremely 
unlikely that the gold will ever be re- 
turned to China, even that part of it 
Identified and claimed by Li Hung 
Chang. It may not be held as spoils 
of Aar for the reason given, but it 
will probably be held as part payment 
of the indemnity which America will 
demand. 



Amfrlcaos Endangered. 
New York, Oct. 16.— A dispatch from 

Hongkong says Americans and their 
extensive interests in the far south of 
China are imperilled by the rebcdllon 
in Kemang Tung province. Already 
the revolt Is grown to such propor- 
tions that the Chinese are unable to 
suppress It. Mr. Wildman, United 
States consul .1' II >ni;!^"UK. has gone 
to Manill? to confer over the critical 
situation with General MacArthur, the 
<ommander-in-ehief of the American 
troops in the rhiiippines. 

All Accept Prenoh Plan. 

10.-^ .M a cabinet <'onncll 
held at the Elysee palace, M. Delcasse. 
minister of foreign affairs, announced 
that all the powers have accepted the 
French note as the basis for negotia- 
tions. He added that he had been in- 
formeJ LI Hunt Chang ha« Just order- 
ed the Black Flags and Kwang-si 
troops, which are traversing the pro- 
vince of Hu-Nan on their way to Join 
the court at Si.in-fu, to abandon tlMir 
march and niuin to Canton, 

Chung Whs ( iioppAit. 
Washington, 0« t. IG.- -Confirmation 
been received here of the execu- 
ton July 20 of Chang Yea Hooa. the 
former Chinese minister to the United 
States llie empress dowager, taking 
advantage of the late reign of terror at 
Peking, and knowing Chang'a Influ- 
ence with the emperor ordered his ex- 
ecution by decapitation. Chang was 
considered one of the ablest men ill 
China. He had been decorated by 
Queen Vctorla and by the empsrors of 
Russia and Qe rmtoy. 

Approved by Ministers. 
Paria, Oct 16.— A dispatch from 
Tien TMq, dated Oct. 16 says the Brit- 
ish ambassador, being informed of the 
liasls of negotiations proposed by M. 
Delcasse, called a meeting of the 
diplomatic corps In Peking. The 
French propositions were unanimous- 
ly approved. United States Minister 
Conger alone raised an objection, not 
against the propositions, bat M^it 
tlM BSthod of prooedurs.
